@ greatest, and to which particular attention
should be paid by our police authorities. But
a few months slnce, by the promptoess of o city
official, the gamblers were driven from Philu-
delphin and their places of resort closed, and
our gitizens experienced greal relief thereat,

There I8 mo reason why the same state of
affalrs should not be in exlstence stiil. These
pests of soclety should be torn out every night,
and finally the gambler would give Philadelphia
a wide berth. Many of the professionals have
reaped a harvest at the watering places, while
others have plcked up considerable money from
tourists who have made use of our city as
stopplng place. Only yesterday a Loulsvilllan,
who was on his way to Niagara, stopped a gen
tleman on the street and wanted enough money
advanced on his watch to enable him 1o return
to hi= native ¢city, from which he had been ab-
sent only a few duys, baving really intended to
ve away for a month. His tale was similar to
that which e dally related at the Central, He
had met a gentleman of elegant address, with
whom he soon Dbecame intimate. With
him he had been Induced to take a stroll
along Chesnut streel, and after having imbibed
pretiy heavily of the ardent, had gone into ono
of the gecond-story gilded palaces, out of which
ne had come withont even emough money to
pay his board bill at the Continental, In addi-
tion to the above means of fleacing the people,
we noticed the other day n fellow with a barrel
stave on his knee utl one of our prominent places
of amusement, playing three-card monte, en-
deavoring to get some one of the crowd In his
vicinity to venture o small sum. While sitting
&t the :illuo Bell Bation on the Baltimore Rail-
road, on Wednesday last, walting for the train,
we were accosied by a fellow with basket on
arm, with the remark, in broad Irish accent,
“"Any groundnuts, sir’” Noticing that he had a
cloth covered over his basket, n gentleman near
by lited one cormer, and there beheld, instead
of the nuis, a small roulette bourd. We after-
wards learne] this fellow has for years been en-
gaged in that this business, and that he finds ready
customers among our Market street merchants,
Althoungh for years datly seen on our prominent
thoronghfares with his basket, he has never yet
known the inslde of a cell. He is an [talian by
birth, but makes his brogue suit the assembly
and the occagion, To-day heis a German and
to-morrow an Irishman, and by his ingenuity
has gucceeded in lnying by quite o fortune. He
can necommodate you with roulette, cards, or
the “lttle joker,” and always bhas with him an
individual whose success at either i= a suflicient
inducement for a stranger to try his hand. He
is one of the dapgerous men in Philadelphis,
and should be arrested, as his conviction, by
reason of the material found on him, would be a
certalnly,

OUR WATER SUPPLY.

—_———

Work at the Fairmount Water Works is
progressing  rapidly, and numerous im-
provements arc belng completed. The

new Cornish engine, which was put in
operatlon early this year, is now pumping about
8,000,000 gallons perday. This engine, with the
others in use ut these works, pump ahont 18.000,~
000 gallons per day, an increase of 7,000,000 Per
day, as compared with the period of drouth last
summer. A larger engine, of the same pattern,
which will be capable of pumping about 10,000,-
000 gallons per day, is now under way, and will
be finished next March.

The second large turbine wheel built in the
place of the old breast wheels 1s completed, and
now pumping about 8,000,000 gallons per day,
A contract was made some time since for the
third turbine wheel, and the work has been com-
menced, but will not ba completed until next
vear. When this is finished but two of the old
mreast wheels will remain,

One section of the new reservoir at Belmont,
to supply West Philadelphia, has been com-
;»193@_({ and In a few days will be filled with
water, the new engine at the new works, near
Belmont Cottage, having heen finished. The
«':‘mach}' of this engine and pump is 5 000,000
gallons per day. As soon as the second engine
for these works is bullt and put in place, the
old engine-house near Glrard avenue will be
alandoned.

Although the work on the uew iron bridge
over the Wissnhickon has heen in progress for
more than a year, yvet it still Jacks completion.
The object in erecting this structure Is to pro-
vide for the conducting of water from the Rox-
borough reservoir to the Twenty-second ward, It
was intended that the affair should have been
gompleted about the 15t of January last, but de-
lay after delay has occurred, and the work yet
drags slowly. A great deal of this is owing to
the wretched manner in which the reservoirs on
Roxborough helghts were built, their waot of
greater elevation, and the inefflcient power of
the engine placed there. To repalr these blun
ders Councils have appropriated £147.000 for
nother and larger enzing, apd for other im-

FROM EUROPAR.

The Secret Treaty--lts Existence Denied.

Panis, July 27.—The Jouwrnal Gfficlel has an
article this morning in relation to the pretended
treaty recently published in the London Times,
having for its object the acquisition of Luxom-
burg and Belginm by France, on condition of
France not opposing the union of the Btates
of the Bouth with the North German Confede-
ration.

It says that after the treaty of Prague in 1566
soveral conferences were held at Berlin between
Count von Bismarck and the French Ambasen-
dor on the subject of a projected alliance,
Some of the ldeas set forth in the London Times
were then advanced, but the French Govern-
ment never had any knowledge of the project
describeéd, and as to the propositions which
were diecussed at the interviews mentioned the
Emperor rejected them. It can escaps no one
that this publication on the part of the London
Times ia designed merely to influence public
opinion in England.

The French Mtl.-ulx Nunday—Along the

I left Hagenan on the 23d, taking the train by
the line which leads past Bitche and Sarregue-
mines to Metz. Along this line warlike prepa-
rations of every kind were to be seen. | glmd
fisld-batteries parked complete at the different
shunting places untll I got tired of looking at
them. Although the French carry thelr infantry
and artillery a good deal over the rallways, they
seem inclined to allow the cavalry Lo march
along the roads, )

Abont 4 o'clock we reached the Vosges, This
range of hills, which takes rise near Belfort,
runs tolerably paralle! with the Rhbine undl it
slopes down to the lowlands about Coblentz
and Mayence, where the Strasbourg, Bitche,
and Metz lines pierce the range. As a military
obstacle the Vosges has alwaya been considered
the second line ol defcnse possessed by France
on the east, Still, the thinness of the range,
the breadth of which near Bltche s
under twenty miles and the
large number of valleys wh_lci.l cross it In o tra-
verse direction, prevent it from formid® a very
cousiderable military obsincle.” There is a
society called the “Franes-tireursof the Vosges,”
which on 2 small scale bears some resemblance
to our volunteers, As a self-organized force [t
seems contrary to the military genius of France.
Tuey bave always been consldered in an amus-
ing light by the French journals, which are,
however, now beginning to express their aston-
Ishment at finding that the bands of the Vosges
are seriously demanding permission to elect a
general and to co-operate with the’ regular
forces,

After winding for some time through a deflle,
and before we had allogether descended the
weslern slopes of the Vosges, we arrived at
Biwhe, o small foruifded place with a strong
eltadel, the strength of which sesmed to lle in
the high and scarped sides of the hill upon
which it was perched. From Bliche to Barre-
guemines we passed camp after camp, Trae,
mavy of these were small, but everythiog con-
nected with them unmistakably rgvealed that
shese were the oullylog parts of the l.uqta force.
From Bltcke to Barreguemlioes Is about tweaty
miles, and throughout this distance and for
about twenty wiles west of amines, forty
miles in the line coustantly approaches
within a few mliles of the frontier,

Between Bitche and emines thelr
numbers evidently Inspired Freach with
confidence: but beyond the latter t It was
clear that the line, which, as it leads from Metz
to Bitcke, Is just now of exiraordioasy import-

ance, was carofully picketed. All the trains
were filled with soldi cheering and belng
cheered; stations lined with aynpéhulnz apoc-
tators; trucks laden with guns ln such numbers
that one coensed to take Interest in them; the
roads when they could be seen from the trains
encumbered w cavslrﬁlgud lastly, for the
twenty miles botwoen Bitche and k-mgue-
mines tents so thick that I conld hardly make
ont whether 1 was passing through one or seve-
ral camps.

PRINCE LEOPOLD'S CANDIDACY,

Hecret Hiatery of Prim’s Neggtiatlons—Prioce
Loo'y:ll'- Notlone About the True Pelley of

By the arrival at New York ef the steamship
@ity of Parls, we have Buropean mall advices to
the 14th. A correspondent of the London Daily
News writes from Madrid under dats of July 10:

Little, if any, change appears as yet in the
minds of the present rulers of 8pain. The min-
Isters show no signs of withdrawlng thelr candi-
date. They held o counell yesterday, buat the
proceedings were strictly private. Prim went
to the Progresista Tertulia last night, but he
refuted to tonch upon the present situation.
All hie sald was that liberty ran no danger. The
members were rather bellicose on their apacches
but they could not draw Prim ont. He tol
them laconleally he would speak about the sun,
the moon, or anything else they llked, but not
about the present erisis.

Prim’s agent in the negotiations with Prince
Leopold was a deputy In the Cortes, Senor Don
l-'.ue'blo Balazar y Mnzarredo, He at first was o
warm gupporter of Dom Fernando of Portugal,
and early last year published a Yamphlat ndyo-
cating tgnt. candidature. When it fell through,
by the persistent refusal of Dom Fernando, he

yublished another, calling attontion to Prince
{obenzollern. This was In the antumn of 1860,
His suggestion did not meet with any faverable
recoption at the time, but eventually, findlag
bimself baulked in every other qguarter, Prim
took it wp. Under the anthorization glven
him by the Governmenlt and the Regent
to ‘look out” for a candidate, he employed
Sonor Salazar to vieit Prince Leopold. Up to a
certain point things looked promising, but after
the Prince had heard of one or two stormy
“geenes” in the Cortes, and of the bloody wor
at Sans Cracla and Barcelona, throngh the in-
gnrrection against conscription, he formally de-
clined. He wna the “fourth candidate"” referrad
to by Prim In his “‘explanations” to the Cortes
recently made, but he declined (hen to name
him, and asked the Cortes to appreciate his re-
serve. He hardly need have done that, for most
people know whom he meant.

Prim despatched Salazar again and again,
who held repeated couferences with Prince
Leopold, thoroughly ting him up in Spanish
affairs, with the resalt thot he finally wrote to
signify his willingness to be put in nomination.
Senor Salazar has just reprinted the pamphlets
I have allnded to, with a preface dated Sth
jostant, In which he states he fulfilled
the mission General Prim charged him
with, and holds the Prioce up to view ad
just the king Bpain wants, lle combats the
charge that he is o grandson of the hated Murat,
wsking ont that he is a great-grandson, not of
Murat, but of one of Murat's brothers. He
asserts he 13 related, through the Velascos, to
one of the first famifies of Spain, that of the
Duke de Frias. The Duke de Frias is married
to the divorced wife of Sir John Crampton, ne
Balfe. Senor Salazar says that when Prim
asked him to see what he could do with Prince
Laopold, he pointed outl to Prim that up toa
certain yoim the candidature would be little
acceptable to France.

He was met with tbe reply that they had suf-
fered defeats in ‘Lisbon, in Clntra, in Florence,
and in Harrow, to all of which places they had
recurred first: that it was notorlons the Duke
of Montpensier and the Republic wonld both
receive the veto of Napoleon, and that they
were hoth onll;' golng as & last resort to offer the
crown to a Prussian to prevent the work of
September being condemned to perpetual inter-
regnnm. Senor Salazar argues (hat France has
nothing to fear from a Prussian King of Bpain.
He gays Prince Leopold belongs to the Catholie
branch of Prussia, very different for magy cen-
turies from the reigning branch, the Protest-
ants. He asks, could a gurl!nmentary king in-
volve the country in war? Does Brazil in any
way depend on Portugal because the honse of
Braganza rules in both? He asks, very perti-
nently, what did the relationship between the de-
throned King of Hanover and (Jueen Vicloria
avall the former in 1866 ©

He quotes a remark made to him by Prince
Leopold to show his views on non-intervention:
“I know not what may be the opinion of Spain,
but here in Germany those who stady foreign
politicz believe that the [herian Peninsula, by its
geographical position and its speclal conditions,
conld gain nothing, but could lose much, by
joining in European combinations, Her pole-
star ought to be a policy of sirict neutrality.”
Next, Senor Balazar cites the Spanish marriages
of 1840 as an example of evil work wrought
through fear or jealousy of rival powers.
8pain, he an?’a, might have been happy to-day,
if a puerile fear of England bad not ;‘:revcm.e-.l
Queen Isabella marrylog the Duke of Montpen-
sler., He ecloses by confuting the absurditics
